DETAILED ACTION / NOTICE OF ALLOWABILITY 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see page 7, lines 21-25 and page 8, lines 20-29, of the "Remarks" 
section of the response filed April 30, 2008, with respect to the prior art rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of You (US Patent No. 6,446,881) in view of Porta et al. (US Patent No. 
3,973,791), have been fully considered and are persuasive. In view of the amendments to claims 
1 and 11, and in view of the above referenced comments made by Applicant, the rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) has been withdrawn. Specifically, the Examiner concurs with Applicant's 
comments that neither You nor Porta et al. disclose or suggest incorporating a spraying device 
into a cooking appliance such that the spraying device is "arranged on or in a cooking 
appliance", as is now positively recited in each of claims 1 and 11. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -7 and 9- 1 9 are allowed.
